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Jubilee  Dinner  Opens  Atlanta  Drive 

Atlanta  will  launch  the  Presbyterian  College  Development  Pro- 
gram in  that  region  with  a  gala  Diamond  Jubilee  Birthday  Party  on 
February  17. 

Dr.   Ben   R.   Lacy,    popular   former   president   of  Union  Theological 
Seminary   in  Richmond,   will  de- 
liver   the    main    address    as    the 
highlight  of  a  program  which  in- 
cludes   several    colorful    features. 

In  addition  to  setting  the  spark 
to  the  Atlanta  Region's  program 
for  raising  8300,000  for  Presby- 
terian College,  the  dinner  will 
serve  as  an  occasion  for  cele- 
brating the  College's  75th  anni- 
versary. 

Among  the  other  program  fea- 
tures are:  musical  selections  by 
PC's  widely  acclaimed  robed 
choir,  a  technicolor  movie  about 
Presbyterian  College,  an  address 
by  President  Marshall  W.  Brown 
and  the  cutting  of  a  giant  birth- 
day cake  bedecked  with  75 
lighted    candles. 

A  great  campaign  to  reach  the 
Atlanta  Region  goal  of  $300,000 
will  get  underway  on  the  day 
after  the  dinner  and  will  con- 
tinue for  three  weeks  thereafter. 

Altogether,  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege is  seeking  $750,000  from  its 
two  controlling  Synods  of  Geor- 
gia and  South  Carolina  during 
the  first  year  of  a  long-range 
$2,000,000  development  program. 
In  one  region  solicited  thus  far, 
the  small  home  area  of  Laurens 
and  Newberry  counties,  more 
than  $200,000  has  been  raised  to- 
ward  that    goal. 


LACY 

Dr.  Lacy,  the  main  speaker 
for  February  17,  has  long  been 
considered  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing leaders  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  US.  A  past  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  and 
former  pastor  of  Atlanta's  Cen- 
tral Presbyterian  Church,  he 
served  as  president  of  Union 
Seminary  for  29  years  until  his 
retirement    last    year.

Meet  the   Faculty 


James  S.  Grey,  Professor  of  Philosophy 

The  Rev.  James  Somerville  Gray,  Phi  Beta  Kappa  associate 
professor  of  philosophy  at  Presbyterian  College,  possesses  one  of  the 
most  versatile  minds  in  the  faculty. 

His    wide    academic    range    makes    him    adept    in    many    fields 
study,   a  range  extending  from   language  to  science   and   mathema: 

Gray  came  to  Presbyterian  College  in  1943  during  the  challenging 
period  when    the    College    provided    its    facilities    for    the    prelimin 
training  of  pilots  in  the  U.  S.  Air  Force.  He  had  assisted  in  physics  at 
Davidson  earlier  and  helped  instruct  the  cadets  in  this  subject  during 
the  emergency. 

Prior    to    joining   the    PC    faculty,    Gray    served    as    pastor    of    the 
Oakland   Avenue   Presbyterian   Church   of   Montgomery,   Ala.    (1939- 
He    also    has    taught    for    four    years    at    Presbyterian    Junior    Coll 
(1935-39)  and  filled  the  pulpit  of  the  Lydia  Robson  Memorial  Presl 
terian  Church  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  from  1931  to   1935. 

The  Presbyterian  philosophy  head  was  graduated  Phi  Beta   Kappa 
from   Davidson   College   with   a   BA   degree   in    1928    and   received    his 
bachelor    of    divinity    from    Union    Theological    Seminary     (Richmond) 
in   1931.  He  continues  to  maintain  his  pastoral  interests   by   serving 
stated  supply  of  old  Duncan's  Creek  Presbyterian  Church  near  Clinton. 

A  native   of  Richmond,   Va.,   Gray   is   married   to   the   former 
Lura  Emma  Shirkey  of  Charleston,   W.   Va.   They   have   two  daught 
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
